p_ for theſe places, So hithertonis

In all 
theſe there is number; in reſpet of theſe 
dwers creatures that were made, there 13

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This is done, in reſpect of the laye

But the whole three perſons are coe- 
ether, and coeternall, 
The Philoſophers of auncient time, 


{ foundin the reaſon of their ſoules, that 


there was a certaine nature and eſflence,

firme, yet at leaſtto demaund, whether 
God be the author of euil? 

Theſe opinions may be anſwered thus, 
Tat making, or creating , 'are referred 
to natures and ſubſtances; and that all 
onginall natures & ſubſtances are good; 
Andtherefore that Godgwvho is al good, 
sthe Creator, and maker of them. Now 
euill, 1s neither a nature, nor a ſubſtance: 
but an income, which is fallen into na- 
tures, and ſub({tances: And therefore not 
in the time of creation, but is come in 
fince, by a colaterall meanes.

(meaning the Creator:) But Time, « to be 
wrified of the things that are created, So as 
Ftermitie 1s, and'abideth in God alone: 
which bee calleth the wor id\that 11,40 be con- 
crined but in munde and vnderſtanding.

Adding fur- 
ther, ther the world was not made in Time,

Ftermme : | mranegthe unnourable nature, 
which it wholy ail at ence, the mfonre and 
endleſſe fe ; and which conſiſteth nu bot in 
one, and tenaeth vnto one. But as yet (aythi 
he, there was no ttme at alt. or at (eaſt wile, 
It was not among the natures that conſiſt 
vnderſtanding : but was to come afterward,

moneſt the Egyptians:whereby firſt hee 

laid aſide his owne ſauageneſle,and after 

vndertooke todired & gouerne others!
